editor. A name for the new period- 
ical was a long time under considera- 
tion.

How Be Abated the Confidence of "Coro-

In a suhnrban town about 15 miles 


from Sow York there is a street the 
real name of which does not matter:

I coiitead that it is not possi- 
ble without a great amomit of work to 
keep a wooden barrel sweet under snch 
circumstances, and this attention the 
ordinary farmer has not the time to 
give in the hot weather, when such care 
is especially needed. The wood absorbs 
the liqtiids, souring and decomposition 
take plade, and the swill barrel be- 
comes a menace to health. 


A much upater, more convenient and 


si thoroughly sanitary arrangement is 
shown in iiiy suDStitiiic. It is a'galvan- 
ized iron' tank, snch as is sold for the 
holding of ashes, and holds a half bar- 
rel or more. This is swung in a light 
iron and wood frame that any black- 
smith can make, the handles only being 
of wood. -The.wheel is either an old 
wheelbarro\v wheel or one of the light 
iron wheels sold at hardware stores for 
use on barrows. As the tank is pivoted 
at the middle or a little above it can bo 
dumped easily, the spout of the trough

NEW USE FOR X RAYS. 


Them In Solid Kock. 


Some very unique and successful 


cathode ruy espprimenrs havo recently 
been made in Oregon City by Dr. J. O. 
Perry, u well known physiciim <rf Port- 
liii»\ Or., and W. C. Cheney, Fupcrm- 
u udent of the Portland General Electric 
company. Experiments were madu with 
gold bcurmg rock, in which the rays de- 
fiiiod free gv>ld as plainly as if it lay on j 
tho bur-aiv < f tho quartz. So far as is 
known this is the fir<t sueces-rful esperi- ] 
ttinit of tliu icind with quartz, mid the 
results obtained justify tho assertion 
that tho new ray will prove-of immense 
value iu mining operations.—New York 
Journal.

Bran and wheat middlings abound in 


tho nutrition for furnishing strength. 
But it is very rare that bran can bo fed 
with advantage to a horse that is work- 
ing hard. It will scour his stomach, 
and that is always weakening. But fine 
middlings havo a contrary effect and 
can bo mixed with ground corn and 
oats, and so fed with the cut hay. 
A 


horso at work should bo neither consti- 
pated nor very loose in Irs bowels. If 
the escremcnt is at any time hard and 
dry. a very little linseed meal will rem- 
edy the difficulty. 
Linseed me;;! also 


contains much of the nutrition that 
goes to build up muscular strength. 
It 


cannot, however, be given in large 
quantities, as it is very concentrated 
food. It is better always to relieve con- 
stipation in horses with some laxative 
food like linseed meal than with physic.
